Statement of services for which the ■ decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 7th June, 1961, at about 2.S0 a.m. Sub-Inspector 
Balakrishnan Nair received inhumation about the presence of 
a notorious criminal, Kittu Agasa alias Krishnan Agasa, In 
the village of Perdal. Sub-Inspector Nair hastened to the spot 
with two police constables and three local men. The party 
reached the house of Kittu Aga.sa at about 4.30 a.m. .Sub- 
Inspector Nair disclosed his identity and ordered Kittu Agasa 
to surrender, Kittu Agasa, who was armed with a .12 bore 
istol, opened the door and shot at the Sub-Inspector. But 
ub-Inspector Nair anticipating this dived to one side and 
closed with Kittu Agasa, Overpowering him before he could 
use his pistol again. A 12 bore pistol, two live cartridges 
and property worth Rs, 25,000 were recovered from Kittu 
Agasa. 

In this incident, Sub-Inspector Nair showed courage, 
devotion to duty and commendable presence of mind in 
apprehending a dangerous criminal.

Nmi Delhi, the 2^th December 1902 

Inland Water Transport Freight Rates Enquiry CorvtMiTrrje 

No, 4-lWT(58)/B2.— By a Resolution No, 7-IWT(46)/Cl . dated 
the 6tli May, 19fil, the Government of India appointed a 
Committee^ 

(i) to examine the traffic handled by the India General 

Navigation and Railway Go. I-td. .ind the Rivera Steam 
■Variation Co. Idil. (called the Joint .Steamer Com- 
panies) on the river mutes from Cahutta to Assam 
helwccn the year 1958 and 1990, the fi‘elght rates 
prevailing in 1960 and the anticipated traffic and 
operational results In the Immediately following years 
on the basis of the freight rates in force prior to 
March, 1961; 

(ii) to recommend ■whether any increase in freight rates 
was fu.stified and, if so, to what extent; and 

(ili) to recommend further how the increase, if any, could 
lie distributed among the various commodities other 
than fondgrains, 

2, The Committee, which submitted its report to the Gov- 
ernment of India on the 17th June, 1901. recommended a 
,5 per (Cnt imrease in the freight rates In force prior to IBlh 
Match, 1961 in regard to all ti.iffic other than tea from r^nhar 
and foodgrains. The Committee suggested further fi) that this 
Increase might lake effect from the 1st July, 19f>l, and be 
operative till the rinse of 1902, and (ii) that further investiga- 
tion might be undertaken early in the year 196.') to assess what 
rates would be appropriate under the altered conditions ex 
pcctcd to prevail thereafter in the context of 

(a) the augmentation to the capacity of the railways in 
the North East Frontier Railway; 

fb) progress of the Tbint .'Itcamer Companies programme 
for replacement of their old vessels; 

(c) improvements, if any, in the river conditions. 

(d) construction of a port at Pandu, etc, 

3. The above recommendations of the Committee were 
accepted, and freight rates increased on this basis have been 
charged by the Joint Steamer Companies since the l.st July, 
1901. Since it is now necessary to set up a Committee for 
the purpose of reviewing these freiglit rates in the light of 
the developments since the middle of 1961, and since there 
are obvious advantages in getting the enquiry made by per- 
sons who arc familiar with all aspects of the case, the Govern- 
■nlcnt of India have decided to reconstitute the Committee 
again as under;—

4. The Committee will study the traffic handled by the Joint 
Steamer Companies In 1901 and 1962, estimate the patterns 
of traffic and operational results they arc likely to have in 
the next few years on the ha.sis of the existing freight rates 
and recommend. In the light of these ami such other factors 
as they consider relevant, whether any revision of rates Is 
called for and, if so, to what extent. The Committee will 
also recommend how the increase or decrease, if any, in the rates 
should he distributed among the different commodities. 

5. The Committee is requested to make every effort to com- 
plete its work and submit Its report heinre the 31st January.

No. 8PG(118)/G2.— The Government of India have received 
the Administt.ation Report of the Port of Bombay for tbe 
year 1901 62, The note-woriliy tcaliires of the Report arc 
reviewed lieliiw : - 

(1) Fhmndnl Po.siHon —The total revenue of the Port Trust 
during the year under review was Rs. 1408.31 lakhs as against 
Rs. 1273.63 lakhs in the year 1960-61. The net expenditure 


was Rs. 1002.85 lakhs as against Rs, 933.34 lakhs in the pre- 
vious year. There was thus a surplus of Rs. 405.46 lakhs. 
The total balances in the Port Trust’s Reserve funds amounted 
to Rs. 27.35 cTorcs at the end of the year. Of the outstanding 
debt of Rs. 17. .54 crores. the amount due to the Public was 
Rs. 6.54 crorcs and to Government Rs. 9.74 crores, the balance 
of Rs. 1.26 crores being internal loans held by the Trustees 
lhclnsclve.s. For repayment of loans, the Trustees have built 
up a b-alance of Rs. 5.91 crores in the General Sinking Fund 
and R.s. 3 89 crorcs in a Suspense Account to repay the loan 
for the Marine Oil Terminal, 

(2) Traffic —The Dead Weight tonnage bandied at the Port 
during 1961-62 was 14,548,000 of which Imports accounted 
for 10,41.3,000 tonnes and Exports 4,135,000. The Correspond- 
ing Imports and Exports figures during 1960-61 were 10,796,000 
and 3,926,000 tonnes respectively totalling 14,721,000 tonnes. 

The number of overseas passengers who used Bombay Port 
was 170,695 while the number of coastal passengers was 
688,542. 

(3) Shipping.— The number of vessels which entered 
the Port during 1961-62 was 3,156 of 20.39 million gross 
registered tons, against 3,239 vessels of 20,39 million gross 
registered tons in 1960-61. 

The number of sailing vessels that used the Port during the 
year was 30,190 as against 35,500 during 1960-61. 

Dry Dorking and Ship repairs.— During the year 144 vessels 
used the Dry Docks as against 141 in the previous year. The 
number of ve.ssels which were berthed in the Wet Docks for 
repair purposes was 95 including 10 vessels berthed at the 
Alexantlia Docks.
